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Our  recently  concluded  campaign  To  Serve 
Tomorrow  was  a remarkable  chapter  in 
Elizabethtown's  history.  It  was  our  largest 
campaign  ever,  and  we  exceeded  our  original 
goal  of  $35  million  by  more  than  33  percent 
to  raise  more  than  $47  million.  More  than  8,000 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  College  contributed 
to  the  campaign,  more  than  half  of  our  living 
alumni.  And  the  campaign  proceeds  underwrote 
the  most  dramatic  period  of  capital  expansion  the 
College  has  known  since  its  founding  in  1899. 

Each  of  those  could  be  a headline  in  its  own 
right,  but  for  the  featured  section  of  this  issue 
we  have  highlighted  the  ways  in  which  this 
campaign  has  changed  the  landscape  of  the 
future  for  Elizabethtown  College.  The  physical 
transformation  of  the  campus  itself  is  striking, 
but  the  larger  possibilities  it  creates  for  our 
students  and  faculty  are  perhaps  even  more 
significant.

2007  Educate  for  Service  Awards  Presented

In  October  2007,  three  Elizabethtown 
alumni — Gary  Myers  ’71,  Col.  Jeffrey 
Miller  ’95  and  Ronald  Shubert  ’62— were 
recognized  with  the  College’s  highest 
honor,  the  Educate  for  Service  award. 

Gary  Myers  ’71  was  presented  the 
Service  to  Humanity  award  for  his  lifelong 
commitment  to  improving  the  health  of 
people  worldwide.  Myers  is  chief  of  the 
clinical  chemistry  branch  ol  the  Centers 
for  Disease  Control  (CDC).  He  also  serves 
as  the  scientific  director  of  the  World 
Health  Organization  Collaborating  Center 
for  Reference  and  Research  in  Blood 
Lipids  at  the  CDC.  In  his  work,  Myers 
improves  laboratory  measurement  of  bio- 
chemical markers  used  to  assess  chronic 
disease  risk,  particularly  cardiovascular 
disease.  He  served  as  the  CDC’s  represen- 
tative on  the  National  Cholesterol 
Educating  Program’s  Laboratory 
Standardization  Panel,  in  which  he  played 
a pivotal  role  in  developing  national 
guidelines  to  improve  the  reliability  of 
cholesterol  testing. 

Currently,  Myers  is  president-elect  of 
and  recently  completed  a three-year  term 
on  the  hoard  of  directors  for  the  American 
Association  for  Clinical  Chemistry 
(AACC).  He  has  served  the  organization 
in  various  capacities,  including  chairing 
the  Lipids  and  Lipoproteins  Division  and 
several  committees. 

In  addition,  Myers  chairs  the  National 
Academy  of  Clinical  Biochemistry’s 
Committee  for  a Laboratory  Medicine 
Practice  Guideline  for  Emerging  Cardiac 
Markers  and  is  involved  with  various 
national  and  international  organizations 
that  address  laboratory  measurement  and 
standardization  issues. 

The  Service  through  Professional 
Achievement  award  was  presented  to 
Col.  Jeffrey  Miller  ’95  in  recognition  of 
his  selfless  work  protecting  Pennsylvania’s 
residents.  Currently,  Miller  is  the  18th 
commissioner  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Police.  Since  joining  the  State  Police  in 


1984,  he  has  served  in  a variety  of  capa- 
cities in  various  departments  within  the 
organization.  Having  been  promoted 
through  the  ranks,  Miller  filled  several 
leadership  positions,  including  criminal 
investigation  section  commander  at 
Troop  K,  Philadelphia;  station  commander 
at  Troop  L,  Schuylkill  Haven;  and  com- 
manding officer  of  Troop  H,  Harrisburg.  In 
2000,  Miller  was  named  the  State  Police’s 
director  of  legislative  affairs  and  policy. 

He  was  appointed  commissioner  in 
January  2003  and  unanimously  confirmed 
to  the  post  by  the  Pennsylvania  Senate 
in  March  2003.  He  was  unanimously 
reconfirmed  in  April  2007. 

Miller  received  international  acclaim 
for  his  sensitive  handling  of  the  2006 
Amish  school  tragedy  in  Nickel  Mines,  Pa. 
His  strong,  calm  and  stabilizing  presence  in 
the  media  projected  a sense  of  respect  for 
the  victims  and  survivors,  and  precluded 
the  sensationalism  often  associated  with 
such  horrific  events. 

Ronald  Shubert  ’62  was  presented  the 
Service  to  the  College  award  for  embodying 
the  spirit  of  Educate  for  Service  and 
personally  demonstrating  its  meaning  to 
students  and  colleagues  through  his  life’s 
work  as  an  educator. 


During  his  career  at  Elizabethtown, 
Shubert  taught  27  different  courses,  many 
of  which  he  developed  or  helped  to  develop. 
His  Operations  Research  course  prepared 
many  actuarial  science  majors  to  perform 
successfully  on  national  exams  and  led 
many  others  to  fulfilling  careers  in  applied 
mathematics.  His  design  for  the  Liberal 
Studies  Mathematics  course  was  a 
pioneering  effort  toward  integrating  writing 
into  the  mathematics  curriculum.  He 
showed  unwavering  dedication  to  keeping 
the  curriculum  up-to-date  and  to  integrating 
appropriate  technology  into  teaching.  The 
idea  that  a small  academic  department 
could  simultaneously  prepare  students  for 
careers  in  education,  actuarial  science, 
applied  mathematics,  computer  science 
and  pure  mathematics — a shared  depart- 
mental vision  to  this  day — became  a 
reality  in  large  part  due  to  Shubert. 

In  addition  to  leading  the  Mathema- 
tical Sciences  Department  for  26  years,  he 
also  served  as  the  first  program  director  for 
Computer  Science.  Shubert  volunteered 
on  many  campus  committees,  advised  the 
Math  Club  and  Ski  Club,  and  served  as 
the  College’s  National  Collegiate  Athletic 
Association  representative.

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Coming  Full  Circle 

For  Lee  Griffith  70,  his  return  to  campus 
as  the  2007  Elizabethtown  College 
Alumni  Peace  Fellow  was  like  coming 
full  circle. 

Challenged  by  the  prodding, 
thoughtful  questions  of  professors  like 
Eugene  Clemens  and  Bill  Puffenberger, 
Griffith  began  his  personal  journey  of 
peace  activism  and  nonviolence  as  an 
Elizabethtown  student  during  a tumultuous 
time  in  U.S.  history.  This  fall,  he  returned 
to  campus — again  during  a time  of 
international  conflict — asking  his  own 
prodding,  thoughtful  questions  of 
Elizabethtown’s  current  students.  In  a 
weeklong  residency  sponsored  by  the 
Elizabethtown  College  Alumni  Peace 
Fellowship,  Griffith  prompted  students 
to  consider  more  deeply  their  own 
beliefs  about  patriotism,  nonviolence 
and  social  issues. 

In  the  residency’s  featured  student 
lecture,  titled  “Against  Patriotism,” 
Griffith’s  thoughts  and  questions  were 
not  always  comfortable  for  students.  He 
warned  against  blind  obedience  and  blind 
patriotism,  suggesting  that  some  of 
the  greatest  atrocities  in  history  were 
committed  hy  “people  just  following 
orders.”  “I’m  not  at  all  opposed  to 
allegiance.  It’s  just  that  patriotic  allegiance 
is  not  small  enough,”  he  said.  “Like  you, 


perhaps,  I love  those  genuine  communities 
of  people  who  actually  work  together  and 
whose  allegiance  is  written  small — as 
small  as  the  park  they  hope  to  save  from 
development,  as  small  as  the  children  they 
hope  to  save  from  homelessness.” 

In  addition  to  this  lecture,  Griffith 
talked  with  students  in  intimate  classroom 
settings  and  during  a public  affairs  program 
on  the  College’s  radio  station.  Joining 
together  in  the  Brethren  Heritage  Room, 
a group  of  alumni  and  students  reminisced 
together  about  their  efforts  for  peace. 
Griffith  and  students  also  organized 
a street  protest  at  a local  military 
recruitment  center. 

Since  his  Elizabethtown  graduation, 
Griffith  has  lived  the  life  of  social  activism 
that  he  now  is  calling  our  students  to  live. 
Griffith  graduated  from  Bethany 
Theological  Seminary  and  then  was 
accepted  into  Brethren  Volunteer  Service 
(BVS).  In  BVS,  he  supported  projects  that 
helped  those  in  need  through  organizations 
like  Community  for  Creative  Nonviolence 
and  Jonah  House.  When  asked  about  his 
proudest  accomplishments,  Griffith  points 
to  these  years,  telling  of  the  occasions  on 
which  he  and  other  volunteers  salvaged 
unspoiled  food  to  feed  the  hungry  from 
dumpsters  outside  wholesaler  operations. 
“Maybe  some  of  my  proudest  moments

were  of  standing  in  a garbage  dumpster,” 
he  said. 

Currently,  Griffith  is  a teacher,  author 
and  social  activist  who  works  with  a com- 
munity mental  health  program  in  Elmira, 
N.Y.  A frequent  contributor  to  magazines 
like  Sojourners  and  Brethren  Life  and 
Thought,  he  also  is  the  author  of  “The  Fall 
of  the  Prison:  Biblical  Perspectives  on 
Prison  Abolition”  and  his  most  recent 
book  “The  War  on  Terrorism  and  the 
Terror  of  God.”

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Change  Begins  with  Us 


Arun  Gandhi’s  commitment  to 
l \ nonviolence  began  in  a world 
divided  by  hate  and  prejudice. 

Growing  up  in  apartheid  South 
Africa,  A.  Gandhi’s  thoughts  turned 
violent  in  the  face  of  racial  confron- 
tations with  other  youths.  His  parents — 
concerned  about  the  anger  they  sensed 
in  their  then- 12-year-old  son — sent  him 
to  live  with  his  famous  grandfather, 
legendary  peacemaker  and  spiritual  leader 
Mohandas  Gandhi.  A.  Gandhi  brought 
the  powerful  lessons  that  he  learned  at 
his  grandfather’s  side  to  Elizabethtown 
College  as  the  featured  speaker  of  the 
November  2007  Rev.  Dr.  Frank  S.  Carper 
Lecture  on  Ethics,  Business  and  Society. 

During  his  prepared  remarks, 

A.  Gandhi  challenged  his  audience  to  be 
agents  for  change.  “We  have  to  become 
the  change  that  we  want  to  see  in  the 
world,”  he  explained.  “It  has  to  come 
from  each  one  of  us.  If  we  continue  to 
live  in  denial,  then . . . we’ll  never  be 
able  to  bring  peace  and  harmony  into 
this  world.” 

With  his  grandfather’s  help,  a young 
A.  Gandhi  learned  to  channel  anger  into 
positive  action.  “Anger  is  like  electricity. 
It  can  be  very  useful  if  used  as  intended, 
but  also  can  be  very  destructive,”  he  said. 
“We  must  learn  to  channel  anger ...  so 
that  it  can  be  used  for  the  good  of 


humanity.”  Following  his  grandfather’s 
suggestion,  A.  Gandhi  kept  an  “anger 
journal,”  into  which  he  poured  out  his 
negative  thoughts.  Most  importantly, 

A.  Gandhi  stressed  that  venting  angry 
words  onto  a page  is  not  enough  and  that 
it’s  also  essential  to  journal  in  those  pages 
the  steps  that  you  personally  will  take  to 
resolve  the  situation. 

As  the  result  of  his  grandfather’s 
teachings,  A.  Gandhi  also  began  to 
develop  a breadth  of  understanding  about 
nonviolence.  He  painted  for  his  audience 
a picture  of  a “genealogical  tree  of  vio- 
lence,” with  violence  as  the  parent  and 
physical  violence  and  passive  violence  as 
the  offspring.  Every  day  as  a youth  in  his 
grandfather’s  home,  A.  Gandhi  would 
write  down  those  acts  of  physical  and 
passive  violence  that  he  committed. 
Although  the  pages  of  physical  violence 
often  were  empty,  he  said  that  his  list  of 
passive  violence — name  calling,  negative 
thoughts,  waste  of  the  earth’s  resources, 
etc. — could  “fill  up  a whole  wall.” 

Through  this  process,  he  began  to 
fully  appreciate  his  contribution  to  the 
violence  in  the  world.  “We  commit  passive 
violence  all  the  time— consciously  and 
unconsciously.  And  that  generates  anger 
in  the  victim,  and  the  victim  resorts  to 
physical  violence  to  get  justice,”  he 
explained.  “So,  it’s  passive  violence  that

If  we  want  to  put 
out  that  fire  of  physical  violence,  we  have 
to  cut  off  the  fuel  supply.”

First-Year  Service-Learning  Project  Piloted

UTTducate  for  Service”  took  on  a deeper 
JL>  meaning  for  several  first-year 
students  who  participated  in  a pilot 
service-learning  experience  during 
August  2007  orientation. 

In  their  first  week  at  the  College, 
the  students  volunteered  for  a day  in 
the  community,  leading  activities  for  the 
elderly  at  the  Masonic  Village,  coordi- 
nating playground  and  classroom  work 
at  the  Elizahethtown  Child  Care  Center, 
working  on  herb  gardens  and  an  exhibit 
at  Winters  Heritage  House,  and 
performing  general  maintenance  in 
downtown  Elizabethtown. 

The  service-learning  experience 
was  the  result  of  a collaboration 
between  Nancy  Valkenburg,  director  of 
service-learning,  and  Alexandra  Felix, 
admissions  counselor  and  coordinator 
of  Orientation  and  the  Peer  Mentor 
Program.  The  pair  proposed  the  concept 
as  a way  of  introducing  new  students  to 
the  “Educate  for  Service”  motto  right 
from  the  start  of  their  college  career. 
The  community  responded  enthusiasti- 
cally to  the  idea,  and  faculty  members 
were  eager  to  participate. 

According  to  Valkenburg,  service- 
learning  helps  make  the  curriculum  rele- 
vant to  students’  lives  by  taking  them  out 
of  the  classroom  to  apply  what  they  are

learning  while  benefiting  others.  “There 
are  many  benefits  to  students  participating 
in  service-learning,  including  personal 
growth  and  development,  social  and  civic 
development,  increased  awareness  of 
social  issues,  intellectual  development, 
academic  learning  and  career  develop- 
ment,” Valkenburg  explains. 

For  first-year  student  Todd  Lewellen, 
his  work  at  the  Winters  Heritage  House 
was  particularly  meaningful.  “This  service- 
learning  experience  has  helped  me  see 
that  my  career  should  he  more  than  just 
a job  and  that  it  is  important  to  try  to 
make  a difference  in  other  peoples’  lives,” 
reflects  Lewellen.  “Through  this  experi- 
ence, I learned  that  volunteering  can  be 
just  as  beneficial  to  me  as  it  is  to  the 
person  who  I’m  helping.” 

The  first-year  students  were  warmly 
received  by  the  residents  of  the  Borough 


of  Elizahethtown.  “This  project  really 
perked  up  everyone’s  spirits  and  fostered 
a tremendous  sense  of  community,” 
says  Valkenburg. 

Four  first-year  seminars  participated 
in  the  experience.  The  seminars  included 
Assistant  Director  of  Academic 
Advising  Carole  Issak’s  two  seminars 
titled  “Discovery:  America  Now,” 
Center  for  Global  Citizenship  Director 
R.  William  Ayres’  seminar  titled 
“What’s  Wrong  with  the  World?  Studies 
in  Poverty,  Ethnic  Conflict,  and 
Democracy,”  and  Assistant  Professor  of 
Sociology  Michele  Lee  Kozimor-King’s 
seminar  titled  “Simple  Living.” 

Because  of  the  success  of  this  year’s 
effort,  plans  already  are  being  made  for 
next  year’s  project.

The  task  force  members  will 
explore  new  creative  approaches  to  the 
teaching  of  directing  and  will  develop 
various  workshops  and  training  sessions 
on  that  subject  for  the  Festival.  Addi- 
tionally,  Swanson’s  biographical  article 
on  John  O’Keeffe — the  most  produced 
playwright  of  the  last  quarter  of  the  1 8th 
century  in  London — was  published  by 
The  Literary  Encyclopedia.

Fall  2007  Sports  Wrap-Up

Fall  2007  was  another  noteworthy  season  for  Elizabethtown 
College  athletics,  as  the  Blue  Jays  combined  for  an  overall  record 
of  78  wins  against  26  losses  and  one  tie  for  a robust  .748  winning 
percentage.  Elizabethtown  claimed  conference  championships  in 
women’s  cross  country  and  volleyball.  The  women’s  tennis  team 
closed  the  season  in  first  place  in  the  regular-season  standings,  and 
both  soccer  teams  played  in  conference  championship  contests.  At 
the  season  close,  Elizabethtown  stood  in  a tie  for  46th  place  out  of 
422  Division  111  programs  in  the  National  Association  of  College 
Directors  of  Athletics  Sports  Academy  Directors  Cup  standings. 

Men's  Cross  Country 

The  Blue  Jays  saw  their  streak  of  eight  consecutive  MAC 
championships  come  to  an  end  in  2007  with  a third-place  finish 
at  the  conference  meet.  Scott  Derkacz  ’09 — who  took  seventh 
in  28:14.50 — was  the  top  individual  finisher  for  Elizabethtown, 
followed  hy  Ryan  St.  Clair  ’08  in  eighth  at  28:15.54  and  Myles 
Lund  ’10  in  ninth  at  28:25.97  as  all  three  were  first-team 
All-MAC  honorees.  Taking  second-team  All-MAC  honors  were 
Drew  Grayheal  ’08  and  Dylan  Rulander  ’09,  in  12th  and  19th 
place,  respectively.  Derkacz  was  also  the  top  finisher  at  the 
NCAA  Mideast  Regional  meet  as  he  came  in  53rd  as  part  of 
a 13th-place  showing  by  the  squad. 

Women's  Cross  Country 

The  Blue  Jays  received  an  at-large  bid  to  the  NCAA  Division  III 
championships  at  St.  Olaf  College  and  finished  tied  for  23rd  place 
out  of  32  schools.  Erin  Fisher  ’08  became  the  fifth  Elizabethtown 
runner — and  second  female — to  earn  All-America  honors  as  she 
took  15th  overall  in  a time  of  21:46.  The  Blue  Jays  also  won  the 
second  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  (MAC)  team  championship 
in  program  history.  Fisher  captured  her  second  consecutive 
MAC  title  by  crossing  the  wet  course  at  Delaware  Valley  College 
in  a time  of  22:33.66  to  win  hy  more  than  one  minute.  Team- 
mates Tiffany  Kulp  ’09,  Megan  VanDenHengel  ’10  and  Kristen 
O’Brien  ’ll  finished  in  the  top  five  to  claim  first-team  All-MAC 
honors  with  Fisher,  while  Amanda  Daws  ’09  finished  in  19th 
place  to  earn  second-team  All-MAC  status.  At  the  Mideast 
Regional  championships,  Fisher  became  the  first  Blue  Jay  to  win 


a regional  title  as  she  covered  the  course  in  21:18  to  claim  the 
victory  hy  12  seconds.  Kulp,  O’Brien  and  VanDenHengel  finished 

in  the  top  35  to  join 
Fisher  as  All-Region 
honorees,  as  the  Blue  Jays 
finished  fourth  out  of 
37  schools.  In  addition  to 
her  All-America  status, 
Fisher  was  named  the 
Mideast  Region  Athlete 
of  the  Year  by  the  U.S. 
Track  & Field  and  Cross 
Country  Coaches 
Association  and  was  the 
Middle  Atlantic  States 
Collegiate  Athletic 
Corporation  (MASCAC) 
Scholar-Athlete  in 
women’s  cross  country. 

Field  Hockey 

Playing  a challenging  schedule  both  in  and  out  of  the  conference, 
the  Blue  Jays  completed  the  season  with  an  11-8  record  and  a 2-2 
mark  in  the  Commonwealth  Conference.  Elizabethtown  qualified 
for  the  conference  tournament  as  the  third  seed  and  nearly  upset 
eventual  Commonwealth  champion  Messiah  before  falling  4-3  in 
overtime  in  a semifinal  match.  On  Sept.  22,  the  Blue  Jays  won  the 
500th  game  in  the  program’s  56-year  history  with  a 2-0  victory  over 
Kean  University  at  Wolf  Field.  Caitlin  Smith  ’10  was  the  lone  Blue 
Jay  named  first-team  All-Conference,  while  Megan  Angstadt  ’09 
and  Brenna  Noon  ’10  were  second-team  choices.  Angstadt  led  the 
team  with  1 1 goals  and  10  assists  for  32  points,  while  Noon  added 
nine  goals  and  Andrea  Miles  ’09  tallied  eight  goals.  Seven  of  the 
Blue  Jays’  19  matches  went  into  overtime,  including  wins  over 
Muhlenberg  College,  Swarthmore  College,  King’s  College  and 
Widener  University.

Elizabethtown  earned 
second-place  finishes  in 
meets  at  Alvemia  and 
Lebanon  Valley,  with 
Hunter  Gross  ’08  taking 
the  top  individual 
finish  with  a third- 
place  score  of  78  at  the 
Penn  State  Harrisburg 
Invitational.

In  November  2007,  senior  volleyball  co-captain  Kelly  Downs 
became  the  first  Elizabethtown  student-athlete  to  earn  the 
prestigious  ESPN  The  Magazine  College  Division  Academic 
All-American  of  the  Year  honor.  The  middle  hitter — who  has 
demonstrated  excellence  both  in  the  classroom  and  on  the 
court — earned  the  award  by  gamering  the  most  votes  among 
candidates  for  the  All- America  team  from  the  members  of  the 
College  Sports  Information  Directors  of  America  (CoSIDA). 

During  her  athletic  career,  Downs  has  compiled  a list  of 
accomplishments.  This  season,  she  was  an  honorable  mention 
All-America  selection  by  the  American  Volleyball  Coaches 
Association  (AVCA),  a member  of  the  AVCA  All-Mid- 
Atlantic  Region  team,  a first-team  CoSIDA  Academic 
All- District  selection  and  the  MASCAC  Scholar- Athlete  in 
volleyball.  She  also  became  the  first  Elizabethtown  volleyball 
player  to  he  recognized  as  Commonwealth  Conference 
Player  of  the  Year.  In  2007,  Downs  finished  the  season  with  a 
school-record  511  kills  and  led  the  conference  in  kills,  hitting 
percentage  (.378)  and  blocks  (181).

Alumni  Reunion 
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In  October  2007,  Elizabethtown  College  celebrated  the  successful 
completion  of  the  To  Serve  Tomorrow  campaign,  which  significantly 
surpassed  its  original  $35  million  goal  to  raise  more  than  $47  million. 
A “brick  and  mortar”  campaign,  To  Serve  Tomorrow  funded  the 
largest  period  of  capital  construction  in  the  College’s  more 'than- 
100-year  history. 

In  achieving  its  campaign  goals,  Elizabethtown  did  more  than 
just  add  new  building  facades  to  its  landscape.  It  created  fertile  new 
ground  for  the  hopes  and  dreams  of  our  students— the  classrooms 
where  minds  are  challenged  and  imagination  stretched,  the  athletic 
facilities  where  resolve  is  tested  and  teamwork  reinforced,  and  the 
co-curricular  centers  where  learning  is  supported  and  leadership 
skills  enhanced.  When  energized  by  the  enthusiasm  and  creativity 
of  our  faculty,  staff  and  students,  these  new  facilities  offer  even 
greater  opportunities  for  Elizabethtown’s  future  than  ever  could 
have  been  imagined. 
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In  September  2006,  S.  Dale  High  '63,  James  Hoover  '75, 
College  President  Theodore  Long,  and  Edward  Murphy  P'01 
hold  the  ceremonial  scissors  at  the  Hoover  Center  dedication. 
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Reflecting  on  To  Serve  Tomorrow , Elizabethtown  College 
President  Theodore  Long  expressed  his  gratitude  to  those  who 
supported  the  College  and  believes  that  their  gifts  are  an  expres- 
sion  of  their  confidence  in  Elizabethtown’s  direction.  “People  give 
generously  because  they  believe  that  a college  is  worthy  of  their 
support— that  it  is  strongly  expressing  its  historic  mission,  that  it 
is  doing  outstanding  work  in  educating  its  students,  and  that  it 
will  achieve  even  greater  excellence  in  the  future,”  he  explains. 

“It’s  a very  exciting  day  for  the  College  to  realize  what  has 
been  accomplished  in  this  campaign,”  Long  says.  “We  all  should 
be  proud  of  this  milestone  for  Elizabethtown  and  should  use  it  as 
a springboard  to  much  larger  possibilities  for  our  future.” 

The  Elements  of  a Successful  Campaign 

From  his  vantage  point  as  the  orchestrator  of  To  Serve  Tomorrow, 
Vice  President  for  Advancement  David  Beidleman  credits  the 
campaign’s  success  to  strong  leadership,  the  right  goals  and  sup- 
port from  committed  alumni,  parents,  friends  of  the  institution, 
and  the  College  community. 

“We  had  wonderful  leadership  in  Rick  Jordan  70,  the  chair 
of  the  To  Serve  Tomorrow  campaign;  Jim  Shreiner  73,  chair  of  the 
board’s  institutional  advancement  committee  and  the  leader  of 
the  Hoover  Center  for  Business  campaign;  James  Hoover  75,  who 
served  as  national  leadership  gifts  chair;  and  David  Hosier  72,  as 
chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,”  says  Beidleman.  “Inspirational 
and  energetic  in  their  support,  these  alumni  were  catalysts  for  the 
campaign’s  success.” 

Long  also  credits  these  men — along  with  the  other  members 
of  the  board  of  trustees — -with  leading  the  successful  effort.  “No 
campaign  succeeds  without  support  from  the  organization’s  board,” 
says  Long.  “Ours  has  gone  the  extra  mile  for  Elizabethtown — 
giving  not  only  of  their  financial  resources,  but  also  of  their  time, 
energy  and  wisdom  to  make  To  Serve  Tomorrow  successful.” 

According  to  Beidleman,  motivating  the  Board’s  support 
and  the  support  of  many  others  were  a set  of  campaign  priorities 
that  touched  important  Elizabethtown  hallmarks.  “In  part,  the 
campaign  was  successful  because  we  had  priorities  that  resonated 
with  our  supporters,”  he  explains.  Drawn  from  the  College’s  1999 
Master  Plan,  these  priorities  included  the  funding  of  new  or 
renovated  homes  for  some  of  the  College’s  strongest  academic 
programs  and  important  co-curricular  programs  and  the  perpetu- 
ation of  heritage  research. 

Beidleman  notes  that  although  the  campaign  priorities  were 
clearly  validated  by  our  supporters,  the  College  was  careful  to 


listen  to  these  supporters’  aspirations.  “In  this  campaign,  we’ve 
asked  people  what  pulls  their  heartstrings  and  have  not  assumed 
that  the  campaign  priorities  are  necessarily  what  they’re  interested 
in,”  he  explains.  “This  allowed  us  to  bring  their  inspiration  to 
our  programs.” 

Finding  a cause  they  could  believe  in,  Elizabethtown  alumni 
rose  to  the  campaign’s  unprecedented  challenge.  “More  than 
50  percent  of  our  alumni — a total  of  8,185  donors — gave  at  least 
once  during  To  Serve  Tomorrow,"  offers  Beidleman.  “Altogether, 
they  made  more  than  40,500  traditional  gifts — contributing  in 
some  cases  several  times  during  the  multi-year  campaign.” 

The  Milestones  of  To  Serve  Tomorrow 

Many  of  the  successes  of  the  To  Serve  Tomorrow  campaign  have 
reshaped  Elizabethtown’s  landscape  and  added  new  signature 
programs  for  the  College. 

In  a campaign  with  goals  as  expansive  as  To  Serve  Tomorrow, 
the  receipt  of  each  and  every  gift  marks  an  important  milestone 
toward  the  institution’s  goals.  Highlighting  the  long  list,  though, 
are  several  inspirational  gifts  of  $ 1 million  or  more  from  Linda 
Leffler  Castagna  ’67  and  Patrick  Castagna,  James  and  Barbara 
Hoover,  Richard  and  Sharon  Jordan,  Dorothy  Lyet  P’69  H’95, 
Frank  Masters  H’06,  Wayne  Nicarry  H’86,  Douglas  Poorman  ’66, 
Judy  Schoenly  Ware  ’68  and  Paul  Ware  (The  Ferree  Foundation), 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Tumbull- 
Jamieson  Trust. 

During  summer  2000,  new  athletic  facilities — -including  a 
softball  field,  an  outdoor  track  and  field  facility  and  Wolf  Field, 
the  artificial  turf  surface  for  field  hockey  and  lacrosse — were  added. 
In  March  2004,  the  Kevin  Scott  Boyd  ’98  Memorial  Stadium 
opened  at  a home  game  against  Juniata  College.  A $1 -million  state 
grant  in  December  2006  launched  an  ongoing  effort  to  renovate 
the  athletic  facilities  in  Thompson  Gymnasium,  including  over- 
hauling the  pool  and  adding  coaches’  offices  and  classrooms. 

Listening  to  desires  of  the  College’s  students,  Elizabethtown 
focused  its  early  fundraising  efforts  on  the  $ 12-million  Brossman 
Commons  addition,  which  was  named  for  Anne  Brossman 
Sweigart  H’00,  a long-time  College  trustee  and  project  donor. 
Brossman  Commons — which  opened  in  August  2002  at  the 
heart  of  campus — bridges  the  Baugher  Student  Center  and  the 
Annenberg  Center  to  create  a hub  of  student  activity.  Contained 
within  Brossman  Commons  is  the  Center  for  Student  Success, 
which  provides  comprehensive  academic  and  career  support,  and 
the  Center  for  Student  Involvement,  which  connects  students  to 


In  April  2006,  ground  was  broken  on  the  new  Masters  Center  for  Science,  Mathematics  and  Engineering.

• April  2007:  The  inaugural  Ware  Lecture  on  Peacemaking  fea- 
turing former  president  of  Ireland  Mary  Robinson  is  held. 

• October  2007:  The  Masters  Center  for  Science,  Mathematics 
and  Engineering — along  with  the  Lyet  Wing  for  Biological 
Sciences — is  dedicated. 
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the  wide  variety  of  student  and  faith-based  activities  on  campus. 
Additionally,  Brossman  Commons  offers  several  dining  options, 
which  provide  something  enjoyable  for  every  palate.  The  reno- 
vated Student  Center  also  includes  the  Tempest  Theatre,  home 
to  the  College’s  theatrical  performances;  the  College  Store;  on- 
campus  post  office;  and  areas  for  large  events,  student  relaxation 
and  group  study. 

Spurred  by  a $450,000  challenge  grant  from  the  Kresge 
Foundation  in  March  2005  and  naming  gifts  from  James  Hoover, 

S.  Dale  High  ’63  H’93  P’96,  and  Edward  Murphy  P’01,  the 
campaign  for  the  James  B.  Hoover  Center  for  Business  escalated 
quickly.  The  effort  soon  reached  its  $5. 2-million  dollar  goal  with 
the  generous  contributions  of  alumni  and  various  foundations, 
including  The  John  F.  Steinman  Foundation.  With  the  project 
completely  funded,  the  board  of  trustees  authorized  a September 
2005  groundbreaking  for  the  Center,  which  is  home  to  the 
business  and  international  business  programs,  the  S.  Dale  High 
Center  for  Family  Business  and  the  Edward  R.  Murphy  Center 
for  Continuing  Education  and  Distance  beaming.  The  project 
was  completed  on  time  and  under  budget  at  the  start  of  the 
2006-2007  academic  year. 

Thanks  to  a historic  $4-million  gift  from  Frank  Masters  Jr., 
the  project  to  construct  the  $19.8-million  Masters  Center  for 
Science,  Mathematics  and  Engineering  was  launched  in  April 
2006.  The  project  included  considerable  work  to  update  existing 
science  laboratories  and  classroom  space  in  Musser  and 
Esbenshade  Halls  and  the  construction  of  the  Fyet  Wing  for 
Biological  Sciences,  which  opened  in  fall  2007.  The  Fyet  Wing, 
a gift  from  emeritus  trustee  Dorothy  Fyet,  was  named  for  her  son, 


Dr.  J.  Paul  Fyet  III,  a 1969  graduate  of  the  College.  When  com- 
pleted in  fall  2008,  the  entire  project  will  have  renovated  more 
than  95,000  square  feet  and  will  provide  an  additional  33,000 
square  feet  of  science  classroom  and  laboratory  space. 

In  addition  to  new  buildings,  To  Serve  Tomorrow  added  to 
the  College’s  endowment,  provided  support  for  heritage  research, 
supported  the  Annual  Fund,  and  completed  other  projects  that 
enhanced  the  College’s  signature  attributes. 

Most  notably  on  the  list  is  the  creation  of  an  endowment 
to  support  the  research  of  the  Young  Center  on  Anabaptist  and 
Pietist  Studies,  the  largest  international  center  for  research  on 
groups  including  the  Amish  and  Mennonites.  In  2004,  the  Young 
Center  received  one  of  only  17  challenge  grants  given  nation- 
wide that  year  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities. 
Promising  $500,000,  the  grant  required  that  the  College  raise 
$2  million  by  the  conclusion  of  January  2008.  Through  the 
support  of  more  than  200  donors,  the  goal  was  reached  ahead 
of  schedule. 

Other  important  efforts  include  the  creation  of  the 
Turnbull-Jamieson  Chair  in  Business,  the  formation  of  the 
Ware  Colloquium  on  Peacemaking  and  Global  Citizenship,  the 
enhancement  of  Elizabethtown’s  global  education  through  a grant 
from  the  Andrew  W.  Mellon  Foundation,  and  the  creation  of 
Collaborative  Interdisciplinary  Scholarship  Program  grants 
supporting  interdisciplinary  scholarship  through  a grant  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 

Thinking  Differently  about  our  Future 

For  To  Serve  Tomorrow  Campaign  Chair  Richard  Jordan,  the 
campaign  has  meant  more  than  the  addition  of  buildings  and 
programs.  “The  things  that  happen  as  a result  of  capital  campaigns 
all  feed  off  of  each  other.  How  do  you  attract  quality  students  to 
Elizabethtown?  Quality  faculty?  You  have  to  have  a reputation 
for  providing  strong  education  through  state-of-the-art  facilities,” 
explains  Jordan,  noting  that  To  Serve  Tomorrow  greatly  enhanced 
Elizabethtown’s  ability  to  do  that. 

“This  campaign  has  helped  us  move  the  bar  higher,”  he  says. 
“We  have  improved  the  educational  process,  and  while  we’re  not 
done,  we  can  pause  now  and  look  forward  to  where  we  need  to  go.”

Board  of  Trustees  Vice  Chairman  James  Shreiner  echoes 
Jordan’s  comments.  “This  effort  has  significantly  enhanced  the 
foundation  of  the  College.  But  higher  education  is  becoming 
more  and  more  competitive  every  day  and  there  is  much  work 
left  to  he  done,”  he  reflects.  “So,  now  the  challenge  is  how  we’re 
going  to  continue  to  enhance  the  well-being  of  the  institution 
long-term.” 

Both  Shreiner  and  Jordan  praise  the  College’s  supporters, 
their  fellow  trustees,  the  College’s  administration  and  the 
Institutional  Advancement  team  for  aiding  the  To  Serve 
Tomorrow  effort. 


Like  the  others,  Long  too  has  his  sights  set  on  the  future, 
not  only  in  terms  of  new  efforts,  but  also  toward  the  opportunities 
that  To  Serve  Tomorrow  will  present  as  a result  of  Elizabethtown’s 
new  buildings  and  programs.  “To  Serve  Tomorrow  has  helped  us 
to  think  differently  about  how  we  deliver  our  programs,”  he 
explains.  “Because  we  have  new  physical  resources,  we  are 
thinking  differently  about  how  we  do  what  we  do. 

“Most  importantly,  though,  To  Serve  Tomorrow  has  given  us 
greater  confidence  as  an  institution.  Before  us  are  new  possibilities 
that  we  now  can  start  dreaming  of  and  aspiring  to,”  Long  says. 


Elizabethtown  Creates  Leadership 

As  founder  and  chief  executive  officer  of  Herhein  Company,  Carl 
Herhein  ’68  has  been  advising  clients  for  26  years.  It’s  a role  that 
Herhein  has  enjoyed  as  he’s  watched  his  firm  expand  from  a 
small  start-up  operation  to  a successful  national  enterprise.  In 
2006,  he  welcomed  the  opportunity  to  take  on  a different  type 
of  advisory  role  as  a member  of  Elizabethtown’s  new  Leadership 
Council,  a To  Serve  Tomorrow  initiative  designed  to  prosper 
the  College  by  tapping  into  the  collective  experience  of  the 
institution’s  greatest  supporters. 

The  Leadership  Council — which  is  comprised  of  45 
prominent  and  influential  alumni  and  friends  who  are  supportive 
and  knowledgeable  advocates  for  the  institution — provides 
Elizabethtown’s  board  of  trustees  and  President  Theodore  Long 
with  advice,  counsel  and  service  on  matters  affecting  the  general 
vitality  of  the  College  and  its  long-term  financial  strength. 
Leadership  Council  members  are  recommended  by  the  College 
president  and  appointed  by  the  chair  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

Since  its  inception,  six  members  have  gone  on  to  become 
members  of  the  hoard  of  trustees. 

For  Herhein — who  has  previously  served  as  part  of 
the  Business  Department’s  Accounting  Advisory  Board 
and  has  supported  the  College  by  hosting  events  near 
his  home — his  new  role  on  the  Leadership  Council 
has  allowed  him  to  reconnect  more  regularly  with  the 
College.  “Elizabethtown  is  a very  important  part  of  my 
life,”  he  reflects.  “It  has  been  rewarding  to  see  how  the 
College  has  changed,  grown,  matured  and  prospered  in 
the  past  20  years.”

Herhein  believes  that  the  collective  and  diverse

valuable  to  the  College  as  it  continues  to  establish  and  track 
benchmarks  for  success.  In  particular,  he  believes  that  the 
Leadership  Council  members  can  provide  sound  advice  as  the 
College  grows  its  emphasis  on  global  education.

Dedicating  a Magical  Home  for  the  Sciences 


A beautiful  2007  Homecoming  Day  heralded  the  dedication 
A V.  of  Elizabethtown  College’s  newest  academic  building — 
the  Masters  Center  for  Science,  Mathematics  and  Engineering, 
including  the  Lyet  Wing  for  Biological  Sciences. 

During  the  ceremony,  College  President  Theodore  Long 
stated  that  the  historic  occasion  meant  more  to  Elizabethtown 
than  just  an  opening  of  a new  building.  “Something  magical 
happens  here,”  reflected  Long.  “Alfred  North  Whitehead 
said  that  education  is  passing  on  a torch  of  imagination  and 
learning.  And  here,  these  faculty  and  their  colleagues  are 
lighting  that  torch  and  passing  it  on  to  the  next  generation. 
Nothing  could  be  more  important  in  a world  that  depends  on 
expert  knowledge.” 

The  Masters  Center  dedication  ceremony  celebrated  the  new 
addition  to  Elizabethtown’s  campus  and  recognized  the  generous 
donors  who  made  the  facility  a reality.  Honored  at  the  ceremony 
were  Frank  Masters  Jr.  H’06,  who  contributed  $4  million — the 
single  largest  cash  contribution  in  Elizabethtown’s  history — 
toward  construction  of  the  Center,  and  Dorothy  Lyet  H’95  and 
her  son  Dr.  J.  Paul  Lyet  III,  alumnus  from  the  Class  of  1969,  for 
whom  the  Lyet  Wing  is  named. 

“Because  of  two  great  friends  of  the  institution,  Frank 
Masters  and  Dorothy  Lyet,  we  were  able  to  go  forward  with 
the  integrated  Center  that  you  see  before  you  today,”  said  Long. 
“The  promise  of  this  building  is  not  simply  physical.  It  is  for 
our  students  and  their  education.  It  is  for  the  faculty  and  their 
scholarship.  It  is  for  the  programs  that  we  deliver  in  a time  when 
science  education  couldn’t  be  more  important.  This  will  be  a 
facility  for  the  generations.  And  we  are  extremely  grateful  to 
those  who  have  made  it  possible.” 

Offering  a few  words  at  the  ceremony,  Frank  Masters 
celebrated  the  promise  of  the  new  facility  bearing  his  name  as 
he  reflected  on  his  own  education,  which  included  some  learning 
at  Hershey  Junior  College.  “That  [experience]  showed  me  that . . . 
the  smaller  schools  sometimes  can  do  a much  better  job  of 
education,”  he  said.  A civil  engineer,  scientist,  mineral  collector, 
innovator  and  philanthropist,  Masters  has  appreciated  the 
beauty  in  nature  and  in  the  interconnected  lives  of  the  scientific 
disciplines  throughout  his  life.  His  gift  that  launched  the  project 
to  construct  the  Masters  Center  reflects  these  connections.

Dr.  J.  Paul  Lyet  III — who  spoke  on  behalf  of  his  family — 
celebrated  the  new  Lyet  Wing  by  reflecting  on  his  own 
Elizabethtown  College  education.  “As  you  know,  one  of  the 
greatest  gifts  possible  is  helping  others  recognize  their  potential. 
Forty  years  ago,  I was  given  that  gift,”  he  said,  acknowledging 
then-professors  Rollin  Pepper  and  J.  Robert  Heckman.  “They 
gave  me  the  skills  to  learn,  skills  to  believe  in  myself  and 
tackle  any  projects.  ...Through  them,  Elizabethtown  has 
provided  me  with  not  only  the  knowledge  hut  [also]  the 
confidence  to  learn  and  explore.”  Paul  Lyet  III  is  co-founder  of 
the  Lancaster  Orthopedic  Group,  sits  on  the  founding  editorial 
hoard  of  the  Journal  of  LGH  (Lancaster  General  Hospital), 
and  is  the  current  (and  first)  medical  director  of  the  Lancaster 
General  Orthopedic  Center. 

The  new  Center  incorporates  existing  science  laboratories 
and  classrooms  in  Musser  and  Esbenshade  Halls,  all  of  which 
will  have  been  updated  during  the  project,  and  the  new  Lyet 
Wing,  which  opened  this  fall.  The  final  phase  of  the  project  will 
be  completed  by  fall  2008.

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New  Homes  for  Biological  Research 


It’s  an  odd  homecoming  when  “home”  isn’t  quite  the  same  as 
you  remember. 

For  Alex  Theofiles  ’07  and  Meghan  Gowens  ’06,  returning 
to  campus  during  summer  2007  to  conduct  research  with  their 
faculty  mentors — Associate  Professor  Diane  Bridge  and 
Professor  Jane  Cavender,  respectively— was  a delightfully  surreal 
experience  as  the  two  were  among  the  first  quasi-student 
researchers  to  experience  the  Lyet  Wing  for  Biological  Sciences. 
Last  summer,  they  enjoyed  a research  experience  in  new  state- 
of-the-art  laboratories  while  continuing  to  build  the  research 
portfolio  increasingly  being  sought  by  top  medical  schools. 

Since  his  sophomore  year,  Theofiles  has  supported  Bridge’s 
continuing  research  with  simple  aquatic  invertebrates  known  as 
Hydra.  The  research — which  is  funded  in  part  with  grants  from 
the  National  Science  Foundation  and  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  (NIH) — is  studying  genetic  pathways  with  medically 
important  roles  in  humans. 

According  to  Theofiles,  one  of  these  pathways  involves 
FOXO  transcription  factors,  which  play  roles  in  longevity.  “In 
nematodes  and  other  organisms,  FOXO  has  been  shown  to  be 
a regulator  of  aging,”  he  explains.  “We  are  trying  to  determine 
its  function  in  the  Hydra,  and  how  FOXO  responds  to  certain 
stress  stimuli.” 

Currently,  at  the  NIH  National  Institute  of  Allergy  and 
Infectious  Disease,  Theofiles  is  supporting  projects  also  related 
to  human  health.  “I’m  working  on  three  or  four  projects  related 
to  anthrax  now,”  he  says.  “My  main  projects  look  at  what  cells 
and  tissues  may  be  affected  by  anthrax  toxins  as  well  as  possible 
modifications  to  the  bacteria’s  cell  wall  that  could  prevent  its 
destruction  by  our  immune  system.” 

This  work  reaffirms  the  value  of  his  laboratory  experience 
with  Bridge.  “Dr.  Bridge  taught  me  an  extraordinary  amount, 
including  all  of  the  essential  basic  molecular  biology  techniques 
that  I have  been  using  here,”  he  reflects.  “She  always  pushed 
me  out  of  my  comfort  zone.  The  experience  has  allowed  me  to 
quickly  work  independently  in  this  and  other  labs.” 

Like  Theofiles,  Gowens  also  benefited  from  working  with 
her  Elizabethtown  faculty  mentor.  As  a student,  she  supported 
Cavender’s  ongoing  NIH  National  Cancer  Institute  (NCI)- 
sponsored  research  into  tumor  progression.  During  that 
experience,  Gowens  developed  laboratory  techniques  for 
studying  the  location  and  expression  of  T-antigen  and  nucleolar 
trafficking  protein  B23. 

After  a year  at  NIH,  Gowens  accepted  Cavender’s  invitation 
to  return  to  Elizabethtown  during  summer  2007.  During  the 
recent  experience,  Gowens  learned  primer  design,  PCR  and 
cloning  techniques.  Now  back  at  NIH,  she  is  using  these 
techniques  to  investigate  the  regulatory  roles  of  small  RNAs 
in  anthrax,  which  may  aid  in  the  search  for  antibacterial 
drug  targets. 

Working  with  Dr.  Zonglin  Hu,  Gowens  is  studying  small 
RNAs  that  have  regulatory  roles  in  gene  expression  for 
Bacillus  anthracis.  “My  mentor  discovered  several  novel  small 
RNAs  and  has  asked  me  to  delete  the  genes  encoding  these 
small  RNAs,”  Gowens  says.  “Once  I finish  creating  these 
knock-out  strains,  I will  test  if  they  affect  the  bacteria’s  ability 
to  produce  toxins  or  spores.” 


According  to  Gowens,  her  work  this  summer  prepared  her 
well.  “Dr.  Cavender  has  this  serendipitous  way  of  coming  into 
my  life  at  just  the  right  moment  to  make  sure  I’m  prepared  for 
what  the  future  holds,”  she  says. 

For  both  alumni,  the  near  future  holds  medical  school. 
Theofiles  says  that  their  Elizabethtown  research  experience 
paved  the  way  for  their  acceptance  to  the  medical  schools  of 
their  choice.  “It  used  to  be  that  research  put  you  at  an  advan- 
tage, but  now  I believe  it’s  the  case  that  not  doing  research  puts 
you  at  a disadvantage  in  terms  of  medical  school  applications,” 
he  explains.  “The  experience  shows  that  you  have  developed 
the  critical-thinking  skills  and  independence  necessary  to  be 
successful  in  medical  school  and  later  in  your  career.” 

Following  in  the  footsteps  of  these  two  alumni — who  were 
among  the  first  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  their  future  in  the 
Lyet  Wing’s  laboratories — will  be  many  generations  of 
Elizabethtown  students  who  use  their  experiences  in  Lyet  to 
reach  for  and  attain  their  goals.

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Occupational  Therapy  Kid  Zone:  Doing,  Being  and  Becoming

When  constructed,  the  Kid  Zone  pediatric  lab — with  its 

state-of-the-art  equipment  and  specially  designed  facilities 
— will  enhance  the  ability  of  Elizabethtown’s  faculty  and 
students  to  do  research  and  to  support  students  as  they  develop 
competence  in  pediatric  occupational  therapy  practice  settings. 

Physical  Space:  The  Kid  Zone 

Kid  Zone  will  include  a main  clinic  teaching  room  and  a smaller 
student  observation  studio.  The  spaces  will  engage  children  in 
childhood  occupations,  inviting  play  and  school-related  tasks. 
Both  also  will  allow  families,  students  and  faculty  to  relate, 
teach  and  learn.  A one-way  mirror  will  permit  unobtrusive 
observation  of  occupational  behavior. 

The  main  clinic  will  be  set  up  for  gross 
motor  (e.g.,  large  body  movement)  and  fine 
motor  (e.g.,  small  hand  muscle)  childhood 
occupations.  It  also  will  accommodate  an 
established  OT  child  intervention  called  sensory 
integration  and  will  be  equipped  with  options 
for  suspended  equipment,  mats  and  therapeutic 
balls.  Additionally,  it  will  have  a “quiet  activity” 
alcove  prepared  with  child-size  furniture  for 
fine  motor  and  hand  skills  activities. 

Using  two  ceiling  cameras,  we  will  be  able 
to  videotape  large  body  play,  hand  skills  and 
eye-hand  visual  motor  skills,  such  as  drawing, 
cutting  or  writing.  This  documentation  will 
allow  our  students,  faculty  and  families  to  watch 
progress,  grow  with  therapeutic  interventions, 
and  monitor  specific  physical,  psychological, 
social  and  cognitive  behaviors. 

Teaching  and  Learning:  The  Pedagogy 

Kid  Zone  will  provide  innovative  learning  opportunities  for 
students.  For  example,  in  the  “Occupations  of  Childhood  and 
Adolescence”  course,  students — working  directly  with  children 
— learn  to  perform  developmental  and  occupational  assessments. 
This  new  space  will  make  that  experience  more  powerful  and 
promote  an  enhanced  professional  ethos  for  family  visitors. 
Unlike  college  classrooms,  the  space  will  be  kid-friendly!  Kids 
will  have  a place  to  be  kids,  and  students  will  experience  the 
children’s  behavior  in  a more  natural  setting. 

Kid  Zone  also  will  be  used  in  OT  practice  courses.  These 
courses  have  a developmental/conceptual  approach  through 
which  students  learn  about  physiologic  functions  and/or 
diagnoses  and  how  they  are  expressed  across  the  lifespan. 

Kid  Zone  will  let  these  practice  courses  move  from  space  to 
space,  emphasizing  the  differences  manifested  across  a lifetime. 

Study  of  Occupation:  The  Science 

Kid  Zone  also  will  provide  space  for  research. 

Our  faculty  members — several  of  whom  specialize  in 
the  occupational  nature  of  children  and  improvements  in 
occupational  performance  of  youth — are  conducting  exciting

research  connected  to  children,  families  and  childhood 
occupations.  For  example,  Associate  Professor  DeLana  Honaker 
is  developing  a tool  for  examining  how  children  with  a disability 
influence  family  occupations  (e.g.,  dinnertime,  vacations,  trips 
to  the  pool,  etc.).

The  science  of  occupation  in  developing  our  profession  and 
the  research  that  demonstrates  its  efficacy  are  two  aspects 
of  our  OT  education  that  will  be  greatly  enhanced  with  this 
new  facility. 
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Annual  Student  Conference  Facilitates  Learning

Every  spring,  the  state-of-the-art  Hoover  Center  for 

Business  provides  as  the  perfect  location  for  the  Annual 
Student  Conference  in  Business  and  Economics.  With  its 
combination  of  tiered  lecture  halls  and  intimate  meeting 
rooms,  the  new  business  building  offers  flexibility  for  the 
thriving  conference. 

When  Hossein  Varamini,  professor  of  business  and  director 
of  international  business,  arrived  at  Elizabethtown  eight  years 
ago,  he  brought  the  concept  for  the  Student  Conference  in 
Business  and  Economics  with  him.  Seeking  an  outlet  for  faculty- 
student  collaborative  research,  Varamini  invited  four  international 
business  majors  to  present  papers  at  the  first  annual  conference 
in  2001.  Since  then,  the  conference  has  grown  each  year  to 
reach  2007’s  high  of  22  student  participants,  which  included 
students  from  other  regional  college  and  universities. 

Word  of  mouth  is  partly  responsible  for  the  boom  in  student 
participants,  and  so  is  simple  observation.  Shaleen  Spulio,  a 
junior  international  business  major,  explains  that  seeing  her 
fellow  students  present  research  urged  her  to  learn  how  she 
could  participate  as  well.  “I  realized  that  I could  apply  what  I 
learned  in  the  classroom  and  get  practical  preparation  for  my 
honors  thesis  senior  year,”  she  says.  Spulio  got  a head  start  on 
her  research  when  she  presented  last  year  on  international 
accounting  standards. 

In  order  to  participate,  says  Varamini,  each  student  must 
express  interest  in  a specific  topic,  which  they  then  research 
and  narrow  down  within  the  field.  Often,  the  students  will 
collaborate  with  a professor.  Alongside  a faculty  member,  the 
students  “learn  about  methodology  and  the  interpretation  of 
results,”  says  Varamini.  “Many  of  these  papers  then  go  on  to 
professional  conferences  and  journals.”  Students  are  encouraged 
from  the  outset  of  their  business  education  to  show  initiative 
and  engage  in  collaborative  projects  with  the  faculty. 

The  student  conference  serves  as  a demonstration  of  the 
research  that  students  are  doing.  Along  with  co-organizer  Sanjay 
Paul,  associate  department  chair  and  associate  professor  of 
economics,  Varamini  reviews  student  submissions  and  sets  up 
the  conference  structure.  Together,  they  select  a keynote 
speaker,  typically  choosing  from  alumni  and  regional  business 


professionals,  and  they  also  publish  the  summary  of  each  student 
paper  in  the  annual  Department  of  Business  publication. 

Spulio  stresses  that  watching  her  own  peers  give 
presentations  is  also  an  invaluable  aspect  of  the  conference. 
“The  best  part  for  me  was  to  be  able  to  watch  other  students’ 
presentations  and  learn  from  their  strengths  arid  weaknesses,” 
she  says. 

Varamini  adds  that  participation  in  the  conference  provides 
a meaningful  augmentation  of  the  classroom  experience.  By 
thinking  on  their  feet  to  provide  thoughtful  responses  during 
the  question-and-answer  session  that  follows  each  presentation, 
the  students  gain  communication  and  critical-thinking  skills 
while  bolstering  their  confidence.  “It  takes  a lot  of  courage  to 
stand  up  there  and  be  evaluated  by  faculty,  peers  and  business 
professionals,”  says  Varamini. 

In  the  past,  the  conference  was  housed  in  Nicarry  Hall, 
split  up  among  smaller  classrooms,  and  then  in  Leffler  Chapel, 
a space  a little  too  vast  for  the  more  informal  breakout  sessions. 
With  the  completion  of  the  Hoover  Center,  the  Department 
of  Business  found  its  very  own  happy  medium.  “It  certainly 
helps  a great  deal  to  have  the  new  facility  so  that  we  can  house 
the  Keynote  speeches  and  breakout  sessions  in  one  first-class 
facility,”  says  Sean  Melvin,  department  chair  and  associate 
professor  of  business  law. 

In  addition  to  serving  as  an  excellent  space  for  the  annual 
student  business  conference,  the  Hoover  Center  is  an  asset  to 
the  Department  of  Business  in  general.  “The  [new  space]  has 
given  us  the  opportunity  to  have  a facility  that  is  consistent  with 
our  goal  of  becoming  the  premier  business  education  program  in 
the  region,”  says  Varamini.  “When  students,  parents  and  other 
guests  see  the  facility,  they  know  there  is  significant  support 
for  the  Department  of  Business.”  He  also  points  out  that  the 
Hoover  Center’s  attributes  do  more  than  look  good.  The  high- 
tech  additions,  including  a document  reader  in  every  classroom, 
computer  access  at  all  desks,  and  the  overall  quality  of  the 
building,  “enhance  the  learning  environment  for  our  students," 
Varamini  explains.  “Students  can  really  see  the  return  on 
this  investment.”

Higher  Stakes  in  Hoover

The  stakes  recently  got  higher  for  students  in  Randy  Trostle’s 
Investments  class. 

Thanks  to  an  estimated  $230,000  in  pledged  funds,  the 
students  have  started  working  with  $120,000  of  real  money 
in  the  College’s  new  student-managed  investment  portfolio 
(SMIP).  This  portfolio — named  the  Trostle  Investment 
Portfolio  in  honor  of  Associate  Professor  of  Business  Emeritus 
Randy  Trostle  ’69 — is  the  first  of  its  kind  at  Elizabethtown. 

The  idea  to  create  a SMIP  originated  with  Trustee  James  B. 
Hoover  ’75  and  Vice  President  for  Advancement  David 
Beidleman,  who  were  seeking  a learning  experience  that  would 
both  engage  students  and  honor  Trostle.  With  a $50,000 
challenge  pledge  from  Hoover,  the  Trostle  Investment 
Portfolio  (TIP)  was  horn. 

“A  live  portfolio  brings  real-world  security  analysis  and 
investment  management  into  the  classroom,  which  is  demon- 
strably superior  to  paper  portfolios,  where  there  is  no  risk,”  says 
Hoover.  “With  real  money  at  stake,  students  must  assess  the 
risk  of  a particular  stock  before  making  a recommendation.” 

Business  Department  alumni  embraced  this  exciting 
opportunity.  In  a period  of  just  six  months,  the  College  recorded 
$130,000  in  donations,  with  an  additional  $100,000  in  pledges. 
“I  am  delighted  by  the  response  from  my  fellow  alumni  in 
contributing  to  the  launch  of  TIP,”  Hoover  enthuses.  This 
funding  has  now  been  incorporated  into  the  College’s 
endowment  and  will  be  supervised  by  Trostle — but  it  will 
he  managed  by  the  students  themselves. 

Working  with  the  trustees  and  with  Vice  President  for 
Finance  Richard  Bailey,  Trostle  created  guidelines  for  the  TIP 
that  mirror  the  Board  of  Trustees’  own 
financial  guidelines.  “I  drew  up  a compliance 
form  that  the  students  had  to  sign,”  says 
Trostle,  explaining  that  he  made  it  as  formal 
as  possible  so  that  the  students  would 
understand  the  gravity  of  working  with  the 
College’s  money.  The  compliance  form 
outlines  the  criteria  the  students  must 
adhere  to  when  picking  stocks;  it  borrows 
heavily  from  the  College’s  own  policy  and 
restricts  any  stocks  affiliated  with  gambling, 
tobacco,  liquor  or  armaments. 

Trostle  explains  that  the  class  is  similar 
to  the  Investments  class  that  he  teaches 
using  a paper  portfolio,  in  which  the  students 
buy  stocks  with  $250,000  of  imaginary 
money.  This  time,  though,  the  students  “go 
live”  in  the  game. 

“It  gets  their  attention,”  says  Trostle. 

Vanessa  Stence,  a senior  international 
business  major  who  took  the  first  semester 
of  the  TIP  class,  can  vouch  for  that. 

“Investing  real  money  requires  significantly 
more  motivation  and  analysis,”  she  says. 

“Students  must  take  it  seriously.” 


The  students  chose  from  900  securities  that  Trostle 
narrowed  down  from  an  even-wider  field.  From  there,  they 
researched  their  companies,  presented  the  information  to 
their  classmates,  and  voted  on  whether  to  buy,  sell  or  hold. 

During  this  experience,  Trostle  has  seen  a more  cautious 
side  of  his  students.  “They’re  clearly  more  conservative  with 
their  selections  than  they  would  be  with  a paper  portfolio,”  he 
says.  “There’s  a fiduciary  role,  and  I think  they  appreciate  that.” 

In  addition  to  the  risk  of  working  with  real  stocks,  the 
students  also  are  introduced  to  peer  review.  After  each  student 
presents  his  or  her  recommendation,  they  are  queried  by  their 
classmates  on  the  information  they  shared.  The  result  requires 
a two-thirds  vote  in  order  to  pass,  explains  Trostle,  so  the  fate 
of  an  investment  lies  in  the  hands  of  the  majority. 

As  the  class  moves  forward  and  more  of  the  pledged 
money  is  placed  into  additional  stocks,  Trostle  explains  that 
the  format  will  take  more  of  an  evaluative  approach.  While  it 
will  take  an  estimated  five  years  to  place  all  of  the  TIP  funds 
in  the  stock  market,  the  students  constantly  will  be  evaluating 
what’s  already  invested. 

No  matter  where  the  re-evaluations  take  the  students, 
one  thing  is  certain:  working  with  actual  money  heightens  the 
classroom  experience.  “The  student  managed  investment 
portfolio  epitomizes  and  personifies  the  notion  of  experiential- 
learning,”  says  Trostle.  “I  think  that’s  a hallmark  of  the  College 
and  of  the  Business  Department,  and  it’s  something  our 
graduates  will  carry  on  in  their  lifelong  learning.”

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Entrepreneurial  Spirit  Finds  a Home 


Sarah  Lanphier  ’09  is  nuts  about  granola,  but  not  nuts 

enough  to  pay  a fortune  for  it  at  the  grocery  store.  So,  she 
and  her  mother  started  making  it  at  home,  and  it  was  really 
good.  So  good,  in  fact,  that  when  Lanphier  and  the  other 
triathlon  team  members  were  looking  to  raise  money  to  go  to 
nationals,  she  offered  to  make  granola  to  sell  as  a fundraiser. 

“I  think  my  mother  and  I made  50  bags  initially,  and  we  sold  out 
in  an  hour,”  recalls  Lanphier.  “We  knew  that  our  success  wasn’t 
just  because  it  was  a fundraiser,  when  customers  returned  the 
second  day  of  the  fundraiser  to  buy  some  more.”  So,  with  an 
entrepreneurial  spirit,  she  and  her  mother  launched  their 
business,  Nuts  About  Granola  (www.nutsaboutgranola.com). 
This  past  fall,  Lanphier  took  Elizabethtown’s  Entrepreneurship 
course — taught  by  Assistant  Professor  of  Business  Petru 
Sandu — to  learn  more  about  how  to  get  their  start-up 
business  off  the  ground. 

Today,  family  businesses  are  “big  business,”  paying 
65  percent  of  all  wages  in  the  United  States.  For 
companies  in  this  area,  the  S.  Dale  High  Center  for 
Family  Business  provides  essential  support  and  training. 

Now  located  in  the  new  Hoover  Center,  the  Family 
Business  Center  also  is  bringing  its  entrepreneurial 
spirit  to  Elizabethtown’s  classrooms,  as  faculty  in  the 
Department  of  Business  and  the  Family  Business 
Center  staff  members  look  for  opportunities  to  benefit 
their  constituencies. 

Family  Business  Center  Executive  in  Residence  S. 

Dale  High  ’63  sees  great  possibilities  in  this  closer 
alliance.  “I  think  synergies  will  unfold  more  and  more 
over  the  years  as  we  have  the  opportunity  and  the 
desire  to  blend  theoretical  with  real-world  experience,” 
he  explains.  “I  think  marrying  the  Department  of 
Business’  ideas  and  possibilities  with  the  realities  and 
challenges  that  are  faced  every  day  by  our  family 
businesses  will  prove  beneficial  to  Elizabethtown’s 
students  and  our  members.  Hopefully,  we’ll  find  that 
the  theory  becomes  more  possible.  And,  everyday 
routine  becomes  open  to  new  possibilities.” 

According  to  Sandu,  one  of  the  first  successful 
blends  of  the  scholarly  and  the  entrepreneurial 
occurred  this  fall,  during  a field  experience  that  his 
Entrepreneurship  students  took  to  the  High  Companies, 
Lancaster’s  largest  privately  held  company. 

“Every  year,  I take  my  students  on  a field  trip 
to  a small,  entrepreneurial  company,”  explains  Sandu. 

“This  year,  I thought  it  might  be  beneficial  to  visit  a 
larger,  mature  company  that  still  acts  as  an  entrepreneurial 
company.”  The  High  Companies  instantly  came  to  mind,  and 
Sandu  arranged  a meeting  with  High  to  discuss  the  prospects. 

In  response,  High  and  his  executives  pulled  together  a program 
far  more  expansive  than  Sandu  had  envisioned,  during  which 
students  discussed  business  strategy  with  the  High  Companies’ 
top  leadership. 

For  Sandu,  in  addition  to  providing  valuable  insight  to  his 
students  and  allowing  them  the  opportunity  to  network  with 
business  leaders,  the  experience  also  was  motivational. 


“Entrepreneurship  is  about  changing  the  world  and  making  it 
a better  place  by  creating  something  new  in  unusual  ways,” 
Sandu  explains.  “Where  others  see  problems,  an  entrepreneur 
sees  possibilities.  As  an  E-town  graduate,  Dale  High  — who 
through  his  ingenuity  and  drive  transformed  a company  into 
a major  regional  concern — is  a source  of  inspiration  for  our 
students  who  have  the  same  dream  of  creating  and  growing 
their  ideas.” 

Lanphier  agrees.  “It  was  great  to  see  that  all  this  information 
that  you’re  learning  in  classes  does  apply  in  real  life.  Just  learning 
how  all  of  the  different  facets  of  the  High  Companies  work 
together  was  beneficial,”  she  says.

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Educational  Role  Models  for  the  Next  Generation 


For  any  parent,  helping  your  child  weigh  his  or  her 
career  and  educational  options  after  high  school  can 
he  challenging. 

Recently,  Bridgette  Cooksey  and  Tim  Carraher  each  had 
the  opportunity  to  support  their  own  sons  through  these  difficult 
and  life-affecting  decisions.  From  Cooksey’s  and  Carraher’s 
vantage  point  as  students  currently  enrolled  in  Elizabethtown’s 
Edward  R.  Murphy  Center  for  Continuing  Education  and 
Distance  Learning  (CCEDL),  they  offered  a unique  perspective 
about  continuing  education  beyond  high  school.  And  hy 
personal  example,  they  are  showing  their  belief  in  the  value 
that  a college  education  offers  for  an  individual’s  life. 

Twenty  years  ago,  Bridgette  Cooksey  won  first  place  in  a 
speech  contest  defending  the  premise  that  a person’s  destiny  is 
choice,  not  chance.  After  a lifetime  of  experience,  she  says  that 
she  now  understands  the  meaning  of  those  words  she  spoke  so 
long  ago.  “Individuals  dictate  their  own  destiny,”  she  affirms. 

“It’s  your  reaction  to  your  circumstances  that  determines  who 
you  are  and  what  the  outcome  of  your  life  is  going  to  be.” 

As  a single  mom,  Cooksey  works  full-time  at  Tyco 
Electronics.  About  five  years  ago,  she  decided  that  it  was 
time  to  “start  a new  chapter”  in  her  life,  and  she  made  the 
challenging  choice  of  enrolling  part-time  in  college  with  the 
goal  of  “bettering  herself.”  “Investing  in  your  own  future  is 
the  best  investment  that  you  can  make,”  she  explains. 

After  finishing  her  associate’s  degree  in  business  adminis- 
tration at  Harrisburg  Area  Community  College  (HACC), 
Cooksey  considered  her  educational  options.  In  response 
to  Cooksey’s  request,  Dixon  University  Center  sent  her  infor- 
mation from  the  schools,  including  Elizabethtown’s  CCEDL, 
that  offer  classes  at  its  facilities.  CCEDL’s  responsiveness  to 
Cooksey’s  inquiries  won  her  over,  and  now  she  is  enrolled  in 
the  Center’s  bachelor’s  program  in  business  administration. 
“It’s  so  rewarding,”  she  says  of  her  college  experience,  which 
she  juggles  between  her  professional  and  personal  obligations. 

Like  Cooksey,  Tim  Carraher  also  is  squeezing  his  college 
education  in  between  his  career  and  family  obligations.  It’s

not  an  easy  choice,  and  Carraher  credits  the  support  that 
he  has  received  from  his  wife,  Michelle,  with  helping  him 
to  reach  his  goals. 

Carraher — who  is  a technology  support  technician  in  the 
Harrisburg  School  District — sees  the  importance  of  education 
every  day.  As  he  assists  teachers  in  the  district,  he  has  longed  for 
something  more — either  a closer  connection  with  students  or  a 
broader  opportunity  in  the  technology  he  works  with  daily.  To 
reach  those  goals,  though,  Carraher  realized  that  he  would  need 
to  finish  a degree. 

After  finishing  an  associate’s  degree  through  HACC,  he 
enrolled  in  Elizabethtown’s  bachelor’s  degree  program  in  business 
information  systems.  “When  I’m  finished  with  my  degree,  I’ll 
have  a world  of  options  to  explore,”  he  explains. 

With  his  son  now  a first-year  college  student,  Carraher  is 
enjoying  sharing  the  challenge  of  the  college  experience  with 
another  member  of  his  family.  “I  have  a standing  bet  with  him 
which  of  us  is  going  to  get  his  four-year  degree  first,”  he  laughs. 

Just  as  Carraher  and  Cooksey  have  made  commitments 
to  their  continuing  education,  so  has  Elizabethtown  College. 
According  to  CCEDL’s  Dean  John  Kokolus,  the  new  Edward 
R.  Murphy  Center  is  the  latest  and  most  visible  indication 
of  the  College’s  belief  in  the  importance  of  reaching  out  to 
adult  learners. 

“This  new  Center  is  a sign  of  the  commitment  of  the 
College — and  certainly  of  a man  like  Trustee  Ed  Murphy — 
to  providing  educational  opportunities  for  the  adult  student 
population,”  Kokolus  explains.  “Creating  these  opportunities  is 
an  important  investment  in  our  local  community.  Some  of  the 
positive  outcomes  of  this  investment — including  the  young 
adults  who  see  their  parent  go  back  and  complete  a degree  and 
then  are  inspired  to  take  their  own  education  seriously — will 
only  become  apparent  in  time.”

One-Stop  Shopping  for  Student  Success

When  Julie  Mezainis  first  arrived  at  Elizabethtown  almost 
four  years  ago,  her  peer  mentors  took  care  to  point  out 
the  Center  for  Student  Success.  Located  in  Brossman  Commons, 
the  Center  is  a one-stop  shop  for  tools  for  supporting  students’ 
learning  and  career  advancement,  with  departments  including 
Learning  Services,  Academic  Advising,  Career  Services, 
Disability  Services,  and  Counseling  Services.  The  integration  of 
these  departments,  which  were  situated  in  various  locations  prior 
to  the  construction  of  Brossman,  grants  students  easy  access  to 
valuable  programs. 

Now  a senior  and  a College  Scholar,  Mezainis  is  a prime 
example  of  an  Elizabethtown  student  who  takes  full  advantage 
of  the  many  options  offered  through  the  Center.  She  explains 
that  both  Learning  Services  and  Academic  Advising  were 
invaluable  to  her  during  her  first  year.  “The  workload  is  so 
much  larger  when  you  get  to  college,”  she  says.  “I  think  a lot 
of  first-year  students  are  hit  with  the  challenge  of  that 
adjustment.”  She  credits  Academic  Advising  with  helping 
her  to  manage  her  schedule,  her  classes  and  the  stress  that 
accompanies  a teeming  calendar. 

As  she  delved  into  her  classes,  Mezainis  availed  herself 
to  the  support  provided  by  Learning  Services,  which  includes 
writing  consultants,  a peer  tutoring  program  and  other  support 
programs.  “It  was  especially  helpful  for  Core  classes,  which 
aren’t  in  [the  student’s]  major,”  Mezainis  says.  “You  can  ask  for 
a tutor  in  any  major,  and  you’ll  be  paired  up  with  whoever  best 
fits  with  you.” 

In  addition,  Mezainis  sought  guidance  from  Academic 
Advising  about  which  extracurricular  classes  would  most 
enhance  her  experience  as  a social  work  major.  While  she  came 
to  college  knowing  that  she  wanted  to  study  social  work,  many 
students  are  still  undecided  when  they  arrive  on  campus. 
Mezainis  explains  that  the  Center’s  director,  Stephanie  Rankin, 
is  willing  to  meet  with  those  students  and  ask  them  leading 
questions  to  help  determine  where  their  primary  interests  lie. 

Rankin,  who  also  serves  as  assistant  dean  of  students, 
works  with  the  various  staff  members  of  the  Center  to  ensure 
that  students  know  what’s  available  and  appropriate  for  them. 
Rankin  explains  that  an  advantage  of  a full-service  Center  is 
that  students  can  walk  in,  ask  a question,  and  be  directed  to  the 
proper  outlet.  With  many  students  living  away  from  their  parents 
for  the  first  time,  easy  access  to  guidance  is  an  important 
component  of  the  campus.  “This  is  their  life,  this  is  their 
home,  this  is  where  they  live,”  she  says.  “Students  will  look 
for  someone  who  will  help  them  and  give  them  information.” 

Mezainis  agrees  that  the  Center  has  a strong  presence 
among  students,  and  she  notes  that  without  her  peer  mentors, 
she  may  not  have  taken  quite  as  much  advantage  of  the 
services  offered.  “My  peer  mentors  told  us  in-depth  what  each 
department  is,”  Mezainis  explains,  referring  to  her  first-year 
orientation.  “They  explained  the  concepts  of  academic 
advising  and  peer  tutoring.” 


A peer  mentor  since  her  sophomore  year,  Mezainis  has 
been  able  to  share  what  she’s  learned  with  younger  students. 
The  job  is  a perfect  fit  for  Mezainis,  who  says  that  she  loves 
helping  people  adjust  to  new  situations. 

She  also  had  such  an  excellent  experience  with  the 
Center’s  peer  tutors  that  she  jumped  at  the  opportunity  to 
become  one  herself.  “I  had  great  tutors  my  first  year,”  she  says, 
“and  I wanted  to  help  other  students  as  much  as  possible.”  Now 
she  tutors  for  social  work  classes,  providing  students  with 
research  methods,  helping  them  study  for  tests,  and  looking 
over  their  papers.  Mezainis  credits  her  experience  as  a tutor 
for  making  her  a stronger  student,  explaining  that  examining 
others’  work  gave  her  a different  perspective  on  her  own. 

She  explains  that  the  Center  has  all  of  the  tools  for 
success;  it’s  just  up  to  the  student  to  reach  out  and  grab  them. 
“It  teaches  you  to  advocate  more  for  yourself  and  just  become 
more  independent  overall,”  says  Mezainis.

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Blue  Jays  Find  New  Homes 

Elizabethtown’s  new  and  renovated  athletic  facilities  have 
made  fans  of  Blue  Jays,  who  are  cheering  the  efforts 
resulting  from  generous  contributions  made  during  the 
To  Serve  Tomorrow  campaign. 

As  a result  of  To  Serve  Tomorrow,  new  athletic  facilities — 
including  a softball  field,  an  outdoor  track  and  field  facility  and 
Wolf  Field,  the  artificial  turf  surface  for  field  hockey  and 
lacrosse — were  added  during  summer  2000.  In  March  2004, 
the  Kevin  Scott  Boyd  ’98  Memorial  Stadium  opened  at  a 
home  game  against  Juniata  College.  Then  in  December  2006, 
a $ 1 'million  state  grant  launched  an  ongoing  effort  to  renovate 
the  athletic  facilities  in  Thompson  Gymnasium,  including  over- 
hauling  the  pool  and  adding  coaches’  offices  and  classrooms. 

The  fundraising  effort  for  this  renovation — which  will  include 
the  addition  of  a Jay  Walk  featuring  a new  Ira  R.  Herr  Hall  of 
Fame — is  continuing. 

According  to  Elizabethtown’s  Director  of  Athletics  Nancy 
Latimore,  the  College’s  new  facilities  are  among  the  best  in  our 
conference.  “Our  student-athletes  are  able  to  practice  and  com- 
pete on  a daily  basis  in  some  of  the  finest  athletic  facilities  in 
the  region  because  of  the  generosity  of  countless  Blue  Jays  and 
friends  of  the  program.  All  of  us  are  extremely  grateful  for  that 
support,”  says  Latimore.  “National  Collegiate  Athletic 
Association  and  Middle  Atlantic  States  Collegiate  Athletic 
Corporation  sport  committees  often  select  Elizabethtown  to  host 
post-season  contests  because  our  facilities  are  top-notch.” 

Lindsay  Kollmeier  ’08 — a captain  of  the  swimming  team 
for  the  past  three  years  and  a pre-veterinary  major — says 
that  Thompson  Gymnasium’s  pool  was  seriously  in  need  of 
renovations,  including  a new  ceiling  and  new  ventilation 
system.  “It’s  a great  facility,  but  it  needed  a facelift,”  Kollmeier 
explains.  “The  pool  itself  was  fine,  but  the  ceiling  was  starting 
to  erode  and,  because  of  problems  with  the  ventilation  systems, 
some  of  our  athletes  who  were  asthmatic  were  having  some 
difficulty  breathing.” 

Repairs  to  the  swimming  pool  area  were  made  in  time  for 
the  2007-2008  winter  sports  season.  “I’m  extremely  excited 
about  the  results,”  Kollmeier  says.  “Even  though  I’m  a senior 
and  get  to  enjoy  the  pool  for  the  last  time  this  season,  I’m  happy 
for  future  athletes.”  She  notes  that  the  newly  renovated  facility 
will  help  with  the  recruitment  of  athletes  and  will  provide  more 
comfort  for  swimmers,  fans  and  members  of  the  community  who 
enjoy  the  pool. 

Mark  Bentz  ’04  fondly  remembers  being  one  of  a few 
student-athletes  who  were  selected  to  serve  on  the  Boyd 
Baseball  Stadium  planning  committee,  which  was  chaired  by 
the  late  Darvin  Boyd,  father  of  Kevin  ’98  and  member  of  the 
College’s  board  of  trustees.  “Mr.  Boyd  was  a wonderful  man. 
You  could  sense  his  deep  devotion  to  his  son  and  to  the  entire 
project,”  Bentz  recalls.  “Baseball  was  an  important  part  of 
Kevin’s  life,  and  Mr.  Boyd  wanted  to  make  a positive,  long-term 
impact  on  those  student-athletes  who  shared  that  same  interest.” 

Although  the  new  grandstands  had  not  been  installed  when 
Bentz  graduated,  he  has  returned  to  cheer  the  Blue  Jays  as  a fan 
and  has  played  in  a few  alumni  games  since  his  graduation.  “The 
field  surface  is  the  best  that  I’ve  ever  played  on  at  the  collegiate

Young  Center  Meets  NEH  Challenge

The  Young  Center  for  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  Studies — 
which  this  year  is  celebrating  the  20th  anniversary  of  its 
founding — recently  surpassed  a $2-million  fundraising  goal  to 
receive  a National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  (NEH) 
challenge  grant  of  $500,000. 

One  of  only  17  awarded  nationwide  in  2004,  the  NEH’s 
challenge  grant  was  intended  to  energize  a To  Serve  Tomorrow 
campaign  fundraising  effort  to  create  an  endowment  for  the 
Young  Center.  In  order  to  receive  the  NEH  funding,  the 
Center  was  required  to  raise  $2  million  by  Jan.  31,  2008. 
Thanks  to  the  contributions  of  approximately  200  generous 
donors,  it  surpassed  that  goal  by  more  than  $100,000  about  a 
month  ahead  of  schedule. 

According  to  Director  of  the  Young  Center  Jeff  Bach,  the 
endowment  will  strengthen  the  Young  Center’s  programming 
and  scholarship  activities  and  will  solidify  its  standing  as  the 
nation’s  only  research  institute  for  Anabaptist  and  Pietist 
groups.  With  the  funding,  the  Center  expects  to  create  a 
faculty  chair  in  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  Studies,  to  enhance 
the  Young  Center’s  Visiting  Fellows  Program,  to  support 
research  and  teaching,  and  to  expand  its  collection  of  books 
and  archival  materials. 

“The  generous  contributions  that  the  Young  Center  has 
received  from  To  Serve  Tomorrow  supporters,  including  some 
first-time  donors,  will  allow  the  Center  to  move  forward  in 
leadership  in  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  studies,  attracting  strong 
scholars  and  promoting  meaningful  research,”  says  Bach. 
“With  these  incredible  gifts,  we  look  forward  to  enriching 


the  role  of  the  Humanities  at  Elizabethtown  and  preserving 
the  College’s  strong  ties  to  its  heritage.” 

Director  of  Church  Relations  and  longtime  Church  of 
Brethren  pastor  Allen  Hansell,  who  led  the  fundraising  effort 
for  the  past  three  years,  is  grateful  to  all  those  who  supported 
him  during  the  effort.  “My  hopes  and  dreams  for  the  campaign 
were  fulfilled  beyond  my  expectation  as  we  worked  with 
individuals,  churches  and  businesses,”  reflects  Hansell.  “The 
donors  declared  how  much  they  value  the  Young  Center  by 
giving  the  $2  million  ahead  of  schedule.”

Ellsberg  Lecture  Strikes  a Chord  with  Advocates  for  Peace 


The  words  of  Daniel  Ellsberg — deemed  traitor  by  some,  savior 
by  others — rang  powerfully  in  Gibble  Auditorium  during 
the  inaugural  Ware  Seminar  on  Global  Citizenship  in  fall  2007. 
“Don’t  wait  till  the  war  has  started,”  Ellsberg  exhorted.  “Don’t 
wait  till  the  bombs  are  falling  or  thousands  more  have  died.” 

Daniel  Ellsberg  joined  the  Department  of  Defense  as  a 
military  analyst  soon  after  the  start  of  this  country’s  involvement 
in  Vietnam  and  later  worked  in  Vietnam  as  a member  of  the 
U.S.  embassy  staff.  After  leaving  the  government,  he  and  other 
military  analysts  were  commissioned  by  the  Department  of 
Defense  to  study  U.S.  decision  making  in  Vietnam.  In  1971, 
Ellsberg  grabbed  international  headlines  by  leaking  these 
classified  documents  to  The  New  York  Times  and  other 
prominent  newspapers.  Since  then,  his  work  for  peace  and 
social  responsibility  has  earned  him  the  Tom  Paine  Award  and 
the  Gandhi  Peace  Award. 

Elliot  Seldner  TO — who  is  majoring  in  English  literature 
and  minoring  in  religious  studies — found  the  lecture  compelling. 
“Ellsberg’s  underlying  theme  was  about  ordinary  citizens  becoming 
aware  of  what’s  going  on  in  their  own  country,”  says  Seldner. 
“He  was  talking  about  patriotic  activism  . . . doing  the  right 
thing  rather  than  just  nodding  your  head  and  going  along 
with  what  people  tell  you  to  do.  I think  that’s  an  obligation 
of  any  citizen.” 

This  year,  Seldner  and  his  friend  Sam  Schlosser  TO  have 
been  actively  involved  in  peace  activities  as  members  of  the 
student  organization  Advocates  for  Peace.  From  taking  part 
in  the  Annual  Peace  Day  gathering  in  The  Dell  to  attending 
sessions  of  the  Alumni  Peace  Fellow  Residency  and  this  lecture 
featuring  Ellsberg,  the  two  have  joined  others  in  discussions 
about  this  aspect  of  citizenship. 

Schlosser — who  is  vice  president  of  Advocates  for 
Peace — says  that  although  their  group  is  small,  they’ve  got  a 
core  of  very  interested  people.  “Right  now  there  are  about  a 
dozen  people  who  are  really  engaged  in  peace  activities  here 
at  Elizabethtown,”  says  Schlosser.  “Mostly,  we  choose  to  get 
involved  with  local  events — movies,  lectures,  rallies,  etc. 

More  or  less,  though,  we  spend  our  time  talking  and  raising 
awareness  here  on  campus.” 


As  the  featured  speaker  of  the  inaugural  Ware  Seminar  on  Global 
Citizenship,  Daniel  Ellsberg  fostered  on-campus  discussions  about  the 
responsibilities  of  citizenship. 


Seldner  enjoys  the  camaraderie  of  the  group’s  activities. 
“There  is  something  powerful  about  getting  together  with  like- 
minded  people  and  expressing  yourselves  as  a body,  not  just  as  an 
individual,”  he  explains.  “You  can  sit  alone  in  your  room  and  say, 
‘I’m  angry  about  this,  and  I don’t  like  it.’  But  when  you  get 
together  and  you  collectively  decide  to  do  something  about  it, 
you’ve  made  a positive  impact  because  you’ve  done  something 
that  causes  people  to  think  about  things.” 

Getting  people  to  “think  about  things”  is  the  purpose  of 
the  Ware  Colloquium  on  Peacemaking  and  Global  Citizenship, 
which  is  creating  a distinctive  educational  experience  for 
Elizabethtown  College’s  students  and  for  its  neighboring 
communities  by  marrying  the  College’s  pivotal  mission  areas 
of  international  education  and  purposeful  life  work  with  our 
Brethren  heritage  commitment  to  peace,  non-violence  and 
human  dignity.  Sponsored  by  Judy  Schoenly  Ware  ’68  and 
Paul  Ware,  the  colloquium — which  includes  the  Ware  Lecture 
on  Peacemaking  and  the  Ware  Practicum  in  Conflict 
Resolution— is  one  of  several  programs  created  as  a result 
of  gifts  received  during  the  To  Serve  Tomorrow  campaign.

At  15,  though,  she  succumbed  to 
the  pressures  of  her  conservative  Mennonite  upbringing  and  quit  school  to 
help  on  her  family  farm.  She  made  the  difficult  choice  reluctantly.  “I  was  very  sad 
because  education  was  such  a big  part  of  me,”  she  says. 

By  19,  Helen  had  married  Elvin  Hurst  and  over  the  next  six  years  they  had 
four  children — Dale,  Dolores,  jere  Lee  and  Elvin  jr.  At  first,  Helen  and  Elvin 
worked  on  his  family’s  farm.  Soon,  though,  Elvin’s  allergies  forced  him  to  explore 
other  career  options,  and  he  accepted  a position  with  a local  kitchen  cabinetmaker. 
In  April  1959,  Elvin  and  Helen  began  their  own  cabinet  business,  Kountry  Kraft, 
Inc.,  in  the  one-car  garage  on  his  parent’s  farm.  Elvin  headed  sales  and  production; 
Helen  managed  the  books.  “We  had  the  perfect  mix  (of  skills)  for  the  business,” 
Helen  says.  And,  through  their  hard  work,  Kountry  Kraft  prospered. 

According  to  Helen,  her  children  grew  up  in  the  business.  “They  had 
kitchens  for  breakfast,  dinner  and  supper,”  she  laughingly  recalls.  “It’s  all  they 
ever  heard  of.”  Gradually,  as  they  came  of  age,  they  all  ventured  out  and  found 
their  own  careers. 

In  1988,  when  Helen  was  53  years  old,  all  of  her  children — except  for  Jere 
Lee,  whom  they  had  lost  tragically  in  a 1980  automobile  accident— returned  to 
Kountry  Kraft.  “They  said  that  this  was  where  they  wanted  to  be,”  explains  Helen. 

With  her  children’s  renewed  commitment  to  the  business,  Helen  suddenly 
found  herself  with  some  free  time.  Having  completed  her  GED  when  her 
children  were  younger,  she  began  to  think  in  earnest  about  earning  her  college 
degree.  “When  I first  imagined  that  possibility,  my  enthusiasm  was  really 
sparked,”  Helen  explains.  “Education  is  my  first  love.”  In  January  1990,  Helen 
enrolled  in  Elizabethtown  College’s  Center  for  Continuing  Education  and 
Distance  Learning. 

Enjoying  plants  and  trees,  she  selected  the  forestry  program  with  Duke 
University  as  her  major.  She  started  out  slowly — selecting  two  or  three  courses 
each  semester  and  then  working  up  to  the  normal  full-time  student  load.  She 
took  both  daytime  and  evening  classes  and  enjoyed  learning  alongside  a “much 
younger  crowd.” 

She  soon  realized  that  biology  was  not  for  her  and  began  to  consider  other 
options.  “So  I went  through  the  catalogue  looking  for  another  major.  I just  wanted 
to  enrich  my  life,”  she  explains.  She  soon  grew  frustrated  that  no  major  provided 

her  the  flexibility  to  take  a smattering  of 
courses,  from  the  social  sciences  to  the  arts. 

Motivated  to  find  an  opportunity,  she 
put  pen  to  paper  and  petitioned  President 
Gerhard  Spiegler  to  create  a course  of 
studies  that  allowed  such  flexibility. 
Within  a short  time,  her  effort  motivated 
the  College  to  develop  a bachelor’s 
degree  in  liberal  studies.  The  program’s 
diversity,  Helen  says,  helped  her  respect 
and  appreciate  the  world  around  her.
